Practically nothing of the
magmificent exhibit gathered by the Mis-
souri state commission was saved and
the beautiful colleetion of art and stata.
nry which was one of the features of
the Missouri display, will prove almost
u complete loas, but few of the treasures
of the art room being saved from tne
flames,

It was eostimated that the pecuniary
Josa will excoed 88000 with no insur
nnee, save 85000 on the art exhibit, All
that remained standing when the fire
wia gotten under control was a eolon
nade entrance, surmounted by half a
doren angelic figures which stood out
spectre-like agninst the gloom of the
night.

How the fire started s a mystery
which will perhaps remaln unsolved,
The fames were first seen by a youth
who was walking near the ruined build-
ing. He immadiately turned in the fire
alarm which summoned the exposition
and eity fire departments to the weene.

Master of Stecamer John
McCracken Is Held
Responsible.

TWO WITNESSES EXAMINED

ENDED

Inspectors Edwards and Fuller Decide
That Captain Eugene Hayden Is tv
Blame for Striking Likhthouse Tend-
er Manzanita—Vesel Will Be Raised.

Speeial to Morning Astorian.
Portland, Oct, 13—Captain Eugene

Hayden, master of the steamer John

McCraken, was held responsible for the
collision between the lighthouse tender
Manzanita and the dredge Columbia at
the investigation econducted today by
United States Inspectors Fidwards and
Fuller, and his license was suspended
for six months,

The inquiry into the cause of the col-
lision closed after only two witnesses
had been examined, Captain Patrick
Byrnes of the Manzanita and Captain
Hayden of the John McCruken, which
had the dredge in tow when the tender
was struck and sunk,

The latter testified that no light were
out on the Columbia and admitted that
this megligence was in violation of tie
law, The witness stated that he had
lights on the McCraken.

It appears from the evidence intro-
duced that the MeCrnken was made fast
aft of amidships to the Columbia and
the lights she carried were back of the
dredge and could not be seen by officers
of the Manzanita which was coming
down stream., Captain Byrnes testified
that the dredge was lying in such a po-
sition as to hide the lights.

The McCraken is only 90 feet long,
white the dredge is more than 200 feet
in length.

Nearly 30 witnesses were on hand to .
testify. J. Couch Flanders was the at-
tormey for the Port of Portland, whiea
probably will be foreed to pay for rais-
ing the tender Manzanita and placing
her in seaworthy condition,
